DESERT 
By Don Admiral 
Naturalist 


Water is a valuable possession in 
desert country. Men have gone to 
endless trouble to develop a water 
supply, even though the amount of 
water might be small. There has 
been much squabbling, sometimes 
leading to serious trouble, over the 
ownership and use of good water. In 
the old days, especially before the 
advent of deep wells and irrigation 
projects, an abundant supply of wa­ 
ter, though not particularly romantic 
in itself, outshone in every day util­ 
ity all the fabulous lost mines credit­ 
ed to the mountains of the desert. 
In some sections it is manv 
miles between springs but the 
formation of the rock is such as 
to form natural basins or tanks 
as they are called locally. The 
rock of the Little San Bernar­ 
dino Mounains, northeast of 
Palm Springs is composed large­ 
ly of a pink granite that weath­ 
ers into rounded shapes. This 
exfoliation, the splitting off of 
dish-like shells, is characteristic 
of granite. In the district south 
of Twenty-nine Palms thete are 
natural rounded rock depre;- 
sions which are filled in rainy 
weather, forming a temporal y 
source of supply. Men have 
sought out places where, by 
building a small dam across the 
outlet, an artificial tank has been 
created or the water level of a 
natural tank, raised. These 1 ave 
been and some are still impor­ 
tant sources of supply. 
. One place in particular, Split Hock 
Tank, interested me in that it indi­ 
cated a white man will often do a 
logical thing, just as the Indians did 
There is a large shelving rock here, 
forming quite a large open room, in 
which were recent evidences of 
white man occupation. Indians were 
inclined to occupy such places and 
the white man finds them conven­ 
ient in stormy weather or in hot 
weather. 
The Indians had the habit of 
making much use of little, thus 
avoiding the pitfall of having 
most of their time absorbed with 
the mechanics o f living. There 
were many worthwhile ideas in 
the procedure of Indians before 
the white man with his whiskey 
and his notions of how the other 
man should live, scrambled the 
whole affair into a mess. 
I believe we were discussing water, 
so back to the subject. Quail Springs 
is a famous place in that country. 
Many a camp has been made there; 
many an incident that has made local 
history. The spring is up the can­ 
yon a way but the water has been 
piped down to a large stone reser­ 
voir and trough. The reservoir is 
several feet in depth, often trapping 
the quail that came to drink, before 
an ingenious device was resorted to 
by an old timer, C. O. Barker. Mr. 
Barker died recently but he 
left 
much to be remembered by, in the 
results of his efforts of development 
in this section of the country. 
Besides the drowning of the 
birds in the reservoir, they were 
subjected to the attacks of 
hawks and predatory animals as 
the tanks and reservoirs are 
usually unsheltered by trees or 
brush. Noticing this, Mr. Barker 
tried the plan of piping the wa­ 
ter to small automatic drinking 
fountains located in the brush 
where the quail could drink 
without danger of drowning and 
with lessened danger of attack 
from hawks. This method of 
handling the water problem for 
birds has been adopted as stand­ 
ard practice in game areas in 
desert country. 


One season, many years ago, Mr. 
Barker had a large acreage near Ban­ 
ning planted to wheat and as the 
spring advanced there was no rain 
so the young wheat appeared to be 
almost beyond the possibility of mak­ 
ing a crop. As he was looking over 
the field! an old Indian approached, 
pointed to the dried field and asked 
if the white man wanted it to rain 
and if he would pay the Indian if 
the Indian would make it rain. Mr. 
Barker agreed to all terms, a drown­ 
ing man would agree to the most 
hopeless suggestion. That afternoon 
clouds formed, it rained sufficiently 
to assure a good crop. Sure enough, a 
few days later the old Indian turned 
up for his pay. In answer to the 
question, “How much?” he replied, 
“Is seventy-five cents too big?”

Interesting Lecture on 
Desert at Woman’s Club 
A picture of the 
Colorado Desert, 
not as a w aste devoid of anim al life, 
but as th e habitat of some seventy 
different kinds of anim als and two 
hundred 
varieties 
of 
flowers, wae 
brought to the Banning W oman’s Club 
a t its reg u lar m eeting, Tuesday after­ 
noon, by Don Admiral, 
well-known 
Palm Springs naturalist and lecturer. 
T he talk w as illustrated by beautiful­ 
ly colored slides of scenes on the Col­ 
orado desert. 
Groups o f tall native palma in can­ 
yons through which flow stream s of 
clear w ater, shown by Mr. Admiral, 
surprise th e person who thinks of the 
desert as a place where there is no 
w ater. 
T here were also pictures of 
oasea shaded with tall palm s, which 
Mr. A dm iral 
explained 
the Indians 
had transplanted from the canyons. 
T he natives burned the palm s in their 
cerem onials, and the white men burn­ 
ed them to see w hat would happen, 
Mr. A dm iral said in explaining the 
scars left on m any of the trees. 
There w ere 
also 
views 
of 
the 
Joshua treee, which however, are not 
native of th e Colorado desert. 
Many 
of the listeners were surprised to hear 
th at this grotesque tree is a m em ber 
of the lily family. 
Groups of sm oke 
tgees, cottonw oods, 
m esquite, 
cat- 
claw, and th e creosote buehes made 
charm ing pictures and were show n as 
som e of th e trees native to the Colo­ 
rado desert. 
No one who ever attended one of 
Mr. A dm iral's lectures would 
ever 
think of th e desert again as colorless, 
for he had many 
slides o f the bril­ 
liantly colored deeert flowers which 
he said would be at their best this 
year because of th e copious rainfall, 
and he urged the ladies to m ake a 
trip to the desert to see them when 
they are in bloom. 
The blossom s of 
the palo verde, m esquite, ironwood, 
d esert 
willow, 
prim roses, 
luplnee, 
Spanish bayonet, desert lily and the 
sand verbena, which carpets th e des­ 
e rt in th e early spring, were shown. 
As no lecture on the desert would 
be com plete w ithout 
telling of the 
cacti, Mr. Admiral showed slides of 
th e cholla cactue, the 
barrel cactus, 
and the ocotillo. 
The last nam ed, he 
explained, 
is not 
a cactus 
at all,

(By Don Admiral, N aturalist) 


In bringing this section to the readers of The Desert Sun, I am 
trying to give inform ation that will be o f help in identifying the 
trees, shrubs and flowers that will be seen in blossom this season. 
A bout tw o hundred wildflowers should blossom in this vicinity this 
spring. 
Only a few are in evidence now but it will not be long 
before the big show starts, probably lasting until June. 
Places of 
interest and w hat to see will be included for those unfam iliar with 
the surrounding country. 
If you have a question or suggestion w rite to Don Admiral, 
Box 893, Palm Springs.

FLO W ER S T O LO O K FOR 


C H U P A R O S A , a mem ber of the A canthus family, is a small 
bush bearing scarlet tubular flowers. It m ay be seep along the main 
highw ay and back toward the mountains. 
T he following description of C huparosa is given by Saunders, 
page 212, W estern Flower Guide. “Chuparosa (Bclopcrone califor- 
nica, Benth.) 
Flowers dull scarlet, tubular, about an inch long, 2 
lipped, stamens 2; borne in short, rather loose racemes term inating 
the branches, w hich are often leafless. Leaves, w hen present, small, 
ovate, or oval, grayish green. 
A low shrub, forming a clump of 
ashen-gray, dow ny, interlacing branches, indigenous to the desert 
regions of Southern California and A rizona, southward to Mexico; 
flowering in the spring. 
O ne of the m ost striking of the desert 
flowers, when th e leafless and apparently lifeless tangle o f branches 
is adorned with th e numerous bright corollas, like so m any tongues 
of flame. 
The blossoms may be easily mistaken by the careless for 
Penstem on, and sometimes are. 
Mexicans call the plant Chuparosa 
w hich may be translated Hummingbird-flower, the hum m ers feeding 
on its sweets." 
For a technical description of C huparosa see page 954, Jcp- 
son’s Manual. 
B LA D D E R PO D or M ULE FA T, a m em ber of the C aper fam ­ 
ily, is a fair sized bush bearing showy yellow flowers. 
It is quite 
common along th e highway leading north and in the washes. M ost 
distinctive characteristics are yellow flowers and odor. 
T he following description of Bladderpod is given by Saunders, 
page 76, W estern Flower Guide. 
“Bladderpod (Isomeris arbórea, 
N u tt.) 
Flowers showy, dull yellow, with protruding stamens, borne 
in terminal, bracted racemes. 
Leaves thrice-divided, the divisions 
narrow 
"T he Bladderpod is a shrub from 3 to 10 feet high, w ith 
hard, yellow w ood and an exceedingly characteristic, disagreeable 
odor in leaf and blossom—a sort of skunk among flowers, whose 
beauty is best enjoyed at long range. 
It is a Southern Californian 
and at home alike in the fog-drenched bluffs of the seashore and 
th e arid sands of the desert. 
A n interesting character of the Blad­ 
derpod is the feature that is responsible for the common name— 
the large, leathery, much inflated seed vessels, like fat pea pods 
w hich droop gracefully on long stalks and arc very decorative." 
For a technical description of Bladderpod or Mule Fat see page 
1060, Jepson’s Manual.

LOSS OF D IR IG IB L E MACON 
T H IR D D IS A ST R O U S E N D 
T O G R E A T N A V Y A IR S H IP 


New York— Loss of the naval dir­ 
igible Macon less than two years a fter 
the U.S.S. Akron carried 73 officers 
and men to th eir death off the Jersey 
coast leaves the Germ an Graf Zeppe­ 
lin as the only dirigible in commission 
in the world. 
It was the third disastrous end to a 
naval dirigible. 
F irst was the Shen­ 
andoah, followed by the Akron and 
th e Macon. 
Only the U.S.S. Los An­ 
geles lived through her period of use­ 
ful service. 
She has been w ithdraw n 
from service and is stored in a giant 
hangar at Lakeliurst, N. J. 
Early on the m orning of Sept. 3, 
1925, the Shenandoah was 
fighting 
through a squall over Ohio. 
Sudden­ 
ly a stronger wind current struck the 
craft, buckling the girders and break­ 
ing her into three parts n ear Cald­ 
well. 
Commander Zachary T. Lands- 
downe and 13 of her officers and men 
w ere killed. 
Then for alm ost eight years 
the 
navy experim ented w ith llghter-than- 
air craft w ithout a major accident. 
During the m ost of that period the 
U.S.S. Loe Angeles built up a rep u ta­ 
tion for her class of ships. Her record 
and the untiring efforts of A dm iral 
William A. Moffett led to the construc­ 
tion of the Akron, a new queen of the 
skies. 
Commissioned Aug. 8. 1931, by Mrs. 
H erbert Hoover, the Akron w as tw ice 
as large as th e Los Angelee and one- 
third again as large as 
th e 
Graf 
Zeppelin. 
T he craft got off to a bad 
start. F irst th e fram ework was found 
to be 18,000 pounds overweight. Then 
there w ere charges of faulty 
con­ 
struction and m aterials. 
A p a rt of 
th e ship's ste rn was broken as a group 
of congressm en prepared to board her. 
However, despite these handicaps 
the Akron withstood several severe 
tests in her nearly two years of serv­ 
ice. In 1931 the ship toured th e coun­ 
try, covering 10,000 miles in 38 days. 
T his cruise was m arred by an accident 
a t Camp K earny, Calif., in w hich two 
members of the ground crew w ere kill­ 
ed when they becam e entangled in 
ropes and w ere carried aloft, only to 
tall to th eir deaths when unable to 
cling longer. 
Training cruises occupied the Akron 
for m onths following. 
It was on one 
of these th a t the airship met d isaster 
early on th e m orning of April 4, 1933. 
The craft, despite periodic w eather 
reports from her home station, ran 
into a storm center off B arnegat light­ 
ship, N. J. 
Suddenly she was thrust upw ard, 
h er 785 foot length being propelled 
like a toy balloon in a gust of wind. 
T he crew 's frantic efforts to keep the 
ship under control were in vain. She 
careened, nosed downward, straig h t­ 
ened slightly, then plunged tow ard 
the w ater. 
The tail struck first and 
the queen of the a ir buckled, a mass 
of twisted steel girders. 
Seventy-six officers and m en were 
aboard, including 
Admiral 
Moffett. 
Only four m anaged to jump overboard 
and rem ain alloat until picked up by 
the German tanker Phoebus.

W A N D E R IN G BOYS IN 
C A L IF O R N IA R E T U R N E D HOM E 


Of the hundreds of w andering boys 
from out-of-state who have been re­ 
turned to their hom es by the govern­ 
m ent's transient youth campe in Cali­ 
fornia. more than three-fourths rem ain 
with their fam ilies and do not take 
to the road again, according to reports 
received today by H. A. R. Carleton, 
state director of the Federal T ransient 
Service, at Los Angeles. 
The reports show ing rehabilitation 
of American youths in California fed­ 
eral camps were based on question­ 
naires sent to principal cities, asking 
welfare officials about the statu s of 
boys who had been returned to their 
homes after earning their transporta­ 
tion in the six transient boys’ campe 
of the state. 
A sum m ary of the answ ers received 
showed th at 78 percent of the boys 
had not gone on the road again, near­ 
ly half of the lads who returned home 
having obtained full or part tim e jobs. 
Most of the others who could not get 
work were found to be applying their 
tim e to further schooling, vocational 
training, and w orthwhile s porte and 
leisure hobbies to which they had 
been introduced while in the federal 
camps. 
“Carry-over” interests in self devel­ 
opm ent and education instilled during 
after-working hours in the transient 
boys’ camps were credited w ith hav­ 
ing helped a large num ber of 
the 
youngsters to adjust them selves to 
unfavorable conditions at home after 
th eir return, according to th e reports. 
Because California has m ore gov­ 
ernm ent cam ps devoted to the re­ 
habilitation of w andering boys than 
any other state, returning from 200 
to 300 youngsters to their hom es every 
month, the youth camps of th is sta te 
were found to be playing a m ajor role 
in the recovery program for the na­ 
tion’s youthful itinerants, the survey 
revealed.

dam on Arizona territory. 
The case has been set for hearing 
March 4, a t which time, it is under­ 
stood, a final determ ination will 
be 
m ade by th e court. 
W ork on th e dam was tem porarily 
halted a num ber of weeks ago when 
G overnor Moeur, of Arizona, declared 
m artial law and sent Arizona national 
guardsm en to P ark er Dam site 
to 
stop construction by force of arms. 
Pending settlem en t of the issue in 
th e courts, Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Icke» ordered construction 
w ork halted, and troops w ere w ith­ 
draw n by G overnor Moeur. 
Secretary 
Ickes had jurisdiction over the dam 
since it is a Federal structure, being 
built by the U. S. Reclam ation Bureau 
w ith funds furnished by the Metro­ 
politan W ater district.

DISTRICT TAKES 
OVER TUNNEL 
JOB HERE 


At 5:15 o'clock Tuesday morning 
M etropolitan W ater D istrict 
tunnel 
workm en a n d executives removed the 
W enzel & Henoch Construction Com­ 
pany from all control of the San Ja­ 
cinto tunnel job on the Colorado River 
aqueduct, took full possession of the 
work, and im m ediately set under way 
¡ construction activities on this thirteen- 
m ile aqueduct tunnel. 
C onstruction work on this section 
of the g iant aqueduct was at a stan d ­ 
still when M etropolitan W ater 
Dis­ 
tric t forces took possession. 
W enzel 
& H enoch Company had ceased all 
tunnel d riv in g operations 
Saturday 
afternoon, February 9, and had noti­ 
fied the d istric t that this work would 
be suspended indefinitely or until the 
settlem ent o f litigation then pending. 
No resistan ce was offered when Met­ 
ropolitan W a ter D istrict forces took 
over the job. 
The decisive move of 
th e d istric t in taking over this tun­ 
nel work w ith Its own forces followed 
th e action o f General M anager 
and 
Chief E n g in eer F. E. W eym outh who, 
on Ja n u ary 15, officially notified W en­ 
zel & H enoch Company th at its con­ 
tra c t had been suspended because of 
serious d elay s in its construction pro­ 
gram . 
H e pointed out th at the firm 
w as more th an seven m onths behind 
its construction schedule and th at it 
had failed to indicate any disposition 
o r ability to improve its rate of con­ 
struction progress. 
Steps to rem ove the W enzel & Hen­ 
och Com pany from the San Jacinto 
tunnel and place this job under dis­ 
tric t operation and control w ere ef­ 
fected u n d er the leadership of Assis­ 
ta n t G eneral Manager J. L. Burkhold­ 
er of the d istrict. 
The San Jacinto tunnel will pierce 
a flank of th e lofty San Jacinto moun­ 
tain and Is being driven from three 
construction centers. 
These construc­ 
tion points are located at the west 
portal of th e tunnel n ear the town of 
San Jacinto, at the Potrero 
shaft, 
eleven m iles southw est 
of Banning, 
and the Cabazon shaft near the village 
of Cabazon in San Gorgonlo Pass. 


Ju st as daw n was breaking over the 
m ountain peaks along this aqueduct 
section, th re e picked crew s of tunnel 
workmen, engineers and 
executives 
moved in on the three tunnel 
con­ 
struction centers, each crew num ber­ 
ing approxim ately thirty men. 
The 
crew s w ere led by experienced tunnel 
construction superintendents from the 
district 
Coachella 
tunnel 
division 
w hich is b eing constructed by district 
forces. 
All of the tunenl workmen 
likew ise h av e been taken from the 
district tu n n el camps in that division. 
W ithin a few m inutes after the tun­ 
nel crew s arrived on the scene, the 
district w as in full possession of the 
work. 
C. R, R ankin, nationally known tun­ 
nel construction man, was placed in 
direct ch arg e of the San Jacinto tun­ 
nel work. 
C hairm an W. P. W hitsett, of 
the 
M etropolitan W ater D istrict’s board of 
directors, expressed gratification that 
work had been resum ed on the San 
Jacinto tu n n el. 
Mr. W hitsett was on 
th e aqueduct line inspecting construc­ 
tion work w hen notified of this move 
by A ssistant General M anager Burk­ 
holder. 
“Citizens o f the M etropolitan W ater 
district should be assured that hence­ 
forth construction w ork on the crit­ 
ical San Jacin to tunnel section of the 
aqueduct w ill be pushed forward vig 
orously, efficiently, and w ithout one 
m om ent of delay," said Mr. W hitsett. 
“F u rth er delay in the construction 
of the San Jacinto tunnel would have 
m eant terrific and, I believe, irrepar­ 
able losses to taxpayers of the 
dis­ 
trict. 
E v ery effort w as m ade by the 
d istrict to a ssist the contracting firm 
which had th is job and to give it ev­ 
ery possible opportunity to m ake good. 
N otw ithstanding the district’s efforts, 
the c o n tracto r continued to fall be­ 
hind to such an extent as seriously 
to endanger the interests of the dis­ 
trict. W hen the firm on last Saturday 
laid off all of its construction forces 
and ceased all tunnel driving work 
the d istrict had no alternative but to 
tak e over th e job. 
“Except for this one aqueduct sec­ 
tion, construction work all along the 
250-mile aqueduct front is progressing 
satisfactorily and is ahead of sche­ 
dule tim e. 
San Jacinto tunnel m ust 
be brought In line, and the district’s 
experienced engineers and workmen 
are on the job to see th a t this is done.” 
W enzel & Henoch Company had re ­ 
fused to su rren d er the San Jacinto 
tunnel w ork when G eneral 
M anager 
W eym outh suspended its contract Jan­ 
uary 15. 
T h e district eought to pre­ 
vent the contractor from interfering 


Desert Tragedies 


W hen 
Jam es 
(Jim m y) 
Fenwick 
struck out from the Fenw ick Service 
Station for a short stroll in th e desert 
late last fall, the farth est 
thought 
from his mind was in m eeting up with 
any adventure other than seeing the 
custom ary few jackrabbits springing 
from behind som e brush and scurry­ 
ing away in haste or a ground squirrel 
or two dodging down th eir holes in 
th eir efforts in m aking 
quick 
get­ 
aw ays before m isfortune befell them. 
B ut as fate, or fortune, would have it 
this was to be an evening som ewhat 
out of the ordinary for, as he was 
w andering aim lessly along the bank 
of the old San Gorgonio w ash, he ob­ 
served an apparition-like 
som ething 
w eaving about the dry grass a little 
distance ahead of him. 
it w as grow­ 
ing dusk, and not being particularly 
anxious to do battle single-handed and 
unarm ed, he procured a sto u t trunk 
of a dead desert willow and cautious­ 
ly advanced tow ards this strange ob­ 
ject. 
And one can im agine his sur­ 
prise when, w ithin the next few steps, 
he w itnessed a tragedy being enacted 
th a t sent th e chills chasing up 
his 
spine, for there before him was an 
im m ense ra ttle r in the Initiative act 
of sw allowing a cottontail, its dislo­ 
cating jaw s greatly extended and now 
securely w rapped about th e rabbit's 
head—which was still m aking stren­ 
uous efforts to escape 
th is 
living 
death —its cold, beady eyes still fierce 
from the cunning and pitiless battle 
it had waged, its great coils weaving 
back and forth in sym pathy with the 
sucking jaw s. 
Upon sensing, rath er than observing 
danger a t hand, th e ra ttle r—which 
was over four feet in length—with his 
uncom fortable burden securely stuck 
in his throat, made a strenuous effort 
to wiggle his way to safety; but the 
club fell once, tw ice and Mr. R attler, 
w ith his back broken, lay trem bling 
in the throes of death—his days were 
finished; and so w ere they for the 
cottontail. 
And now this sam e Jim m y Fenwick 
com es w ith a story of an o th er expe­ 
rience th a t will m ake m any an old- 
tim er and desert rat 
scratch 
their 
heads and blink th eir eyes before they 
allow it to enter their 
hard-bitten 
cranium s as an accepted fact. 
But 
th a t the story is beyond refutation is 
attested to by others who w ere on hand 
to w itness the real thing as brought 
hom e following the tragedy: 
Again he was strolling in the desert 
—and this happened only last week 
—no t m ore than fi half m ile distant 
from the station and along th e bank 
of the sam e old San Gorgonio wash, 
w hen he noticed w hat appeared to he 
a coyote’s tail protruding from behind 
a clump of buckbrush. 
At first 
he 
doubted his eyes, but unless stigma- 
tism had gripped him unaw ares, it 
seem ed su re enough to he the ex­ 
trem e projection of th at very elusive 
anim al. 
He wisely arm ed 
himself 
w ith a fair-sized rock and cautiously 
crept at an angle that would 
take 
him about the clum p of brush and 
thus enable him to satisfy his curios­ 
ity beyond all doubt. F irst he caught 
sight of the sharp muzzle, then 
the 
trim head, and finally the full view 
of the anim al loomed up before him, 
and sure enough it was a coyote tak­ 
ing his deep m orning nap 
after 
a 
strenuous night, no doubt, in pursuing 
his game and landing his kill. 
Rais­ 
ing the rock and taking aim , he let 
drive, and true to a reasonable skill 
acquired in playing golf, th e 
rock 
found its m ark and crushed the skull 
of Mr. Coyote. 
And thus 
another 
enem y of the jackrabbit 
and 
the 
ground squirrel had found an untim e­ 
ly end; and no doubt served to break 
a date it m ust have had w ith its bet­ 
te r half a few hours later. 
And the 
best part of this story is that the 
carcass w as brought home, otherw ise 
w e would have been just as skeptical 
as you may be.

of m ountains to the east of us, shed­ 
ding its w arm days over the 250 miles 
of desert which lies betw een Cajon 
pase and Boulder City, Nevada. 
At 
Barstow, one of the only two towns 
on this 250 miles of paved highway, 
we were m ore than ready for the 
hearty breakfast. 
Death Valley Inn, 
a t the entrance of Death Valley road, 
displays a couple of Tw enty Mule 
team wagons of ancient vintage, which 
brought to m ind the radio program s 
of “True Stories of Death Valley." At 
one o’clock we passed through Las 
Vegas, Nevada, and tw enty m inutes 
later we pulled into Boulder City, 
20 m iles beyond. 
A half hour’s rest and we w ere out 
o n observation point, overlooking one 
of, if not the greatest engineering ac­ 
com plishm ents of man. 
Observation 
point is built on an overhanging ledge 
of rock about 1000 feet downstream 
from the dam , and near the center of 
Black canyon, in which the dam is 
built, furnishing an excellent view of 
th e dam and power plant, installed at 
its base. 
T his power plant Í3 built 
in the form of an U at the bottom of 
th e canyon. 
W e got som e idea of the 
size of this power plant, when 
we 
learned th at it takes two and one-half 
acres of concrete to form its roof, 
and it encloses eight turblns, or gen­ 
erators, on one side, and nine on the 
other. 
Ju st one of these turbins will 
generate power enough to supply the 
•whole sta te of Arizona. 
The dam across the Colorado river 
bed m easures 500 feet, and at th e top 
TOO feet. Its thickness at the riv er bed 
m easures 625 feet, and the top 47 feet. 
T h irty feet of the top will be used as 
a road 
bed for autom obile traffic, 
and the other 17 feet for pedestrian 
w alks, and will 
also 
include 
rest 
rooms and observation booths for vis­ 
itors. 
An elevator, w hich will be the 
only m eans of reaching the 
power 
bouse from the top of the dam, is 
being installed and will be the long­ 
est, single, drop elevator in the world. 
T here are several galleries being con­ 
structed w ithin the dam proper, hav­ 
ing winding stairw ays, reaching dif­ 
fe re n t levels, and opening on the face 
of the dam. for inspection purposes. 


In order to cool this enorm ous pile 
of concrete, while In the process of 
curing, it w as necessary to install a 
refrigeration system , having a manu­ 
factu rin g capacity of 1000 tons of ice 
every 24 hours. In order to allow for 
concentration and expansion th e dam 
is built in two sections, with a six- 
foot slo t running the full height in 
its center, over which 
is 
operated 
w hat they call the “m onkey slide,” 
used in conducting workm en to dif-j 
ferent levels of scaffolding on the face 
of the dam. This, as well as all other 
m aterial carrying equipm ent, 
being ^ 
electrically operated. 


Nine m aterial cables span 
Black 
canyon, the largest of thes being the 
only one owned by the government, 
and is perm anently anchored in the 
rock wall of the canyon, has a carry­ 
ing capacity of 187 tone, m aking it 
possible to pick up carloads of m ate­ 
rial, spotting them a t the m ost ad­ 
vantageous points on the rock, there­ 
by elim inating much handling. 
The o th er eight cables are of differ­ 
e n t capacities, the sm allest of which 
are used in spotting the 20-ton capa­ 
city cem ent buckets to every p art of 
the work. 
These are operated by the 
tow er m an, blindly, as he has no view 
of the dam, through the use of tele­ 
phone and a series of colored lights 
flashed to him by a signal man locat­ 
ed on the works. By this method the 
operator is able to spot these 20-tou 
■capacity cem ent buckets, or other ma­ 
terial, w ithin two or three inches of 
w here they w ant them . 
These light­ 
e r cables are anchored to traveling 
tow ers on each side of the canyon, 
enabling the moving of m aterials up 
-and down the canyon, as 
well 
as j 
across it. 
All visitors are allowed to! 
visit observation point, but not all are 
allowed on th e works. 
Through the efforts of a brother-in-j 
Taw, an employe of the m achine shops 


since the work started, we were able 
to secure a pass, however, "no ladies 
allowed.” so: the brother-in-law, and 
myself, in company of George Sm ith, 
a shifter, m eaning shift boss., as guide, 
we en tered the works on the grave­ 
yard shift at eleven o’clock at night 
and finished up at two o'clock in the 
m orning; 
making a complete 
tour 
across the top of the dam and return, 
visiting th e huge spillw ays and in­ 
take tow ers at the upper side of the ] 
dam. 
Intake tow ers are 30 feet across the 
base, and are equipped with gates 
every few feet, through which they 
are enabled to take in or shut out the 
flow of w ater, according to am ounts j 
needed to operate th e power p la n t,' 
and keep up the natural flow of the 
river below the dam. 
There are four 
of these intake towers, two on t h e ! 
Arizona side, and two on the N evada 
side of th e river, and extend several 
feet above the top of the dam. 
E ach | 
one, when finished, will be 
capped 
with a huge dome light. 
W e learned that so far the construe- J 
tion of th is dam has cost 120 lives | 
through accidents. 
Of this part of 
the w ork very little is said. 
One | 
curious accident related to us w as of j 
a m an w orking on a scaffold about ¡ 
half way up the face of the 
dam, 
when one of the cable supports, carry ­ 
ing a 20-ton bucket of cement, being 
propelled across the canyon, gave way, 
causing it to swing back and forth, 
crashing into the scaffold just under 
the w orker, who either jumped or was 
propelled into the bucket of cem ent, 
and had presence of mind enough to 
hang on until brought down to safety, 
thereby saving himself a drop of sev­ 
eral hundred feet to the bottom of 
the canyon. 


M any records have been made on 
tills great work, other than finishing 
the co n tract approxim ately two years 
ahead of schedule; one of which was 
the m ixing and dum ping 27G twentv- 
ton buckets of concrete on one eight 
hour shift. 
Tired, but happy, we thanked our 
guide for his very courteous tre a t­ 
m ent; 
we drove the nine miles of 
winding road into Boulder City, and 
to bed. 
The n ex t afternoon at 2 o'clock 
we shook the dust of Boulder City 
from our tires, and headed south over 
ten m iles of a dry lake bed, and out 
on to the Colorado desert, about sixty 
miles of a w ashboardy dirt road, we 
picked w hat they call desert paving. 
Passing th e mining town of Ryolyte, 
on our left but out of sight, we soon j 
arrived at Searchlight, Nevada, which ( 
until we slipped off the gold standard, 
was a d e se rt ghost town, now quite 
active w ith evidence of many pros­ 
pectors in and around the town. This 
was the only stop in the 90-mile drive 
from Boulder City to Needles. 
L earning no satisfactory accommo­ 
dations w ere to be had between N eed­ 
les and Coachella Valley, we decided 
to spend th e night w ith the good peo- 
pie of Needles. 
We then headed out | 
into an o th er 125 miles of desert, spot- 
'ed with ocotlllo, Palo Verde, smoke 
trees, and many types of desert eac-j 
tus, w hich we had never before se e n .! 
Forty-eight miles from Needles we 
connected up with the new aqueduct 
highway, which for m any miles paral­ 
lels the aqueduct. 
At Coxcomb tunnel, the third larg est 
on this 340 miles of construction, we 
decided to take a chance on being al­ 
lowed to go into the works. W e were 
very kindly received by the engineers 


in charge, who issued us a pass and 
hardrock m iner hats. Again no women 
allowed, but not for the sam e reason 
as at Boulder Dam. 
T he 
hardrock 
m iners are superstitious, believing the 
devil follows every woman into the 
tunnel, and w hen they reach the dead 
end of the tunnel with no exit ahead, 
hell is to pay, and results in a fatal 
accident. 
Yours truly being there for the ex­ 
press purpose of seeing all, clamped 
the hardrock m iner's hat in a cocky 
position, and in the company of Bill 
Ray, a very fine young man from St. 
Louis, M issouri, as guide, we boarded 
the eight-car electric train, operated 
by a young m an with a hard hat, no 
shirt, a pair of overalls, and steel-cap­ 
ped shoes. T he hard hat protects the 
head from falling rocks, likewise the 
steel-capped shoes avoid a lot of brok­ 
en toes caused by falling rocks, which 
first miss th eir heads. 
These hard 
hats will stan d a sudden sm ack of 
700 pounds. 
We penetrated this solid rock moun­ 
tain for tw o miles, arriving at the 
dead end of th e tunnel ju st as they 
were about to set off about 20 shots 
of dynam ite. 
These are set off by 
electricity. 
Ju st before the powder 
monkey pulled the lever, I noticed 
all the m iners stick their fingers in 
their ears, believing this to be a game 
of some kind, i hesitated in joining 
them , but a couple of blasts hurried 
me into the gam e before the repercus­ 
sion took off th e top of my head, hard 
hat and all. 
The air is supplied by a large and 
sm all tube, except where blasting is 
going on, th e air is forced into the 
tunnel, but when blasting the power 
is reversed and the bad air is sucked 
out. 
The large air tube and power 
lines are hung in the top and center 
of the tunnel, and the sm all air tube 
and w ater pipes on the side. 
The 
cars are of steel construction, with a 
capacity of four yards, and it takes 
about six hours to clear away after 
each blasting. 
The average daily penetration into 
the tunnel is about 23 feet. Tem pera­ 
ture in the tunnel rem ains at SO de­ 
grees at all times, and there was I 
with a heavy overcoat, the m iners be­ 
ing half naked. 
A steam table lunch 
car was taken in on our train, as they 
do not como out until their shift is 
finished. 
A very high typo of labor 
is employed here, and wages are from 
$3.SO to $11.00 for an eight-hour shift. 
Coming ou t of the tunnel wo were 
invited to lunch at the mess 
hall, 
which was very clean ami the food 
excellent. 
Leaving Coxcomb tunnel, 
wo pasoed through Desert Center, on 
to Shaver Sum m it, Shaver 
W ells, 
down a very winding road, known as 
Shaver Pass, the one conecting link 
betw een the Colorado desert and Coa­ 
chella Valley. Arrived at Palm Springs 
at 4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, end­ 
ing one of the most enjoyable trips 
we have ever experienced, over a more 
than 500 m iles of continuous desert.

W hen W arden Jolley of the State 
I Division of Fish and Game tried to 
drive the hundreds of quail away, he 
said that they simply dived into the 
heavy brush surrounding the ranch 
and chortled quail laughter at him. 
Dogs had no effect on them, for the 
canines wore off all fholr hair und 
got their pads .full of thorns when they 
tried to rout them out. 
Only a few 
w ere tau g h t in traps, for they much 
preferred th eir spinach wild and uti- 
tram m eled.

endurance contest. 
Two years ago some enterprising 
sportsmen found a way to get at these , 
crafty birds. 
Not being able to drive 
them out of the thorns and brush 
with dogs, they loaded their pockets 
with giant firecrackers.

of them hurled the crackers into the 
brush the other pair shot the limit 
as the birds flow out. 
Their numbers 
still increase, however.

A sewer system for 
Palm Springs 
headed the list of 50 projects in this 
! county recommended by the County 
Planning Commission for construction 
by the Federal Government under the 
¡new Public 
Works 
program. 
One 
hundred thousand 
dollars 
was the 
amount suggested for this project, al­ 
so $25,000 for a park, and the amount 
was not set for local flood control. 
A special meeting of 
the commis­ 
sion was held Wednesday in the court 
house at Riverside, in response to an 
emergency call from the State Plan­ 
ning Commission to submit a list of 
projects. Robert L. Edwards of Palm 
Springs is chairman of 
the county 
commission. 
Over 50 projects were suggested, 
which were then listed in the order 
of their importance. The Palm Springs 
Sanitary District project headed the 
list. 
Mr. Edwards also suggested a park 
for Palm Springs and that provision 
be made for the control of flood wa­ 
ters from Palm, Andreas, and Mur­ 
ray Canyons.

A. C. Fulmor after an investigation. 
All commissioners except the mem­ 
ber from Elsinore were present.

TO GATHER HERE 
EOR CEREMONIAL 


Hundreds of Indians from reserva­ 
tions in Southern California will he 
guests of the Agua Caliente tribe ini 
Palm Springs all of next week, to par­ 
ticipate in the Indian ceremonial com­ 
memorating the deaths of their fel­ 
low tribesmen during the past few 
years. 
The ceremonies begin on Monday, 
and continue until and through the 
following Sunday, February 24th, tak­ 
ing place in the round house contin­ 
uously, 24 hours a day, throughout 
the fiesta. 
Civilization has 
not 
changed the 
Indian's traditional rites, and at two 
year 
intervals 
they 
gather in the 
round house to 
pray 
for the dead, 
chant their songs and dance, to drive 
the evil spirits away 
and aid their 
loved ones who passed on to the hap­ 
py hunting grounds during the bi­ 
ennium. 
The ceremony is sacred 
with the 
Indians, having 
been 
passed down 
from generation to generation since 
time immemorial. 
Effigies are made 
of the Indians who 
have 
died, and 
these are used in the ceremony. 
Indian historians will be present at 
the ceremonial 
next week to gather 
more information regarding the In­ 
dian's ritualistic rites.
